Election/Restrictions

In the instant case the different 
inventions are directed to different methods tha, recite structurally and function^ distinct 
elements, are not reared one for the other, achieve different goal, and therefore constitute 
patentably distinct inventions. 

3 Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the ar, as shown by their different Cassation, recognized divergent subject 
matter and non-coextensive literature searches, restriction for examination purposes as indicated 

is proper.
